Valerie  Steele,  Ph.D,  one  of  the  most  important 
fashion  writers  of  our  time  and  an  internation¬ 
ally  recognized  authority  on  the  history  and 
social  significance  of  fashion,  will  be  the  Women’s 
Evening  Group’s  guest  speaker  at  its  open 
program  meeting  on  Monday  evening,  April 
19th  at  8  P.M. 

A  cultural  historian  with  a  Ph.D  from  Yale 
University,  Valerie  Steele  teaches  in  the  gradu¬ 
ate  division  of  New  York’s  Fashion  Institute  of 
Technology  as  well  as  at  The  Juilliard  School, 
Lincoln  Center.  She  has  appeared  on  “Good 
Morning  America,’’  "Adam  Smith’s  Money 
World,”  and  the  PBS  special,  “The  Way  We 
Wear,”  after  which  The  Washington  Post  de¬ 
scribed  the  "young  professor”  as  one  of  fash¬ 
ion’s  brainiest  women.  She  also  was  profiled  in 
Forbes  magazine. 

Dr.  Steele  is  a  prolific  writer,  of  four  books: 
Women  of  Fashion:  Twentieth-Century  Design¬ 
ers,  1991;  Paris  Fashion:  A  Cultural  History, 
1988;  Fashion  and  Eroticism,  1985;  Men  and 
Women:  Dressing  the  Part,  1989. 

A  charismatic  speaker,  Dr.  Steele  has  lectured 
widely  on  such  subjects  as  “Youthquake:  The 
Fashions  of  the  1960s;”  “Dressing  for  Work;’’ 
“Uniforms  and  Sexual  Stereotypes;”  “The 
Italian  Look;”  “Erotic  Fashion  Photography;” 
and  “Fashion,  Sex  and  Power.”  An  authority 
on  the  sexual  aspects  of  clothing,  she  appeared 
on  “Advertisement  for  Sex”  (a  segment  of  the 
television  program,  “Eric  Ridder’s  PM  Maga¬ 
zine”)  to  discuss  the  1989  Fort  Lauderdale 
Mini-Skirt  Rape  Case. 

Dr.  Steele  is  currently  working  on  a  book  about 
Fashion,  Sex  and  Power,  has  contributed  essays 
to  several  recent  and  soon  to  be  published 
books,  and  has  written  both  popular  and  schol¬ 
arly  articles  for  various  periodicals.  She  is 
frequently  quoted  in  the  Associated  Press  and  in 
magazines  such  as  Newsweek,  Elle,  and  Vogue. 
She  also  does  consulting  for  the  fashion  indus- 
try.

From  the  Rabbi’s  Desk 

Religious  zealotry  is  not  a  very  pleasant  phe¬ 
nomenon.  Our  newspapers  are  full  of  dis¬ 
turbing  reports  about  the  messiah  of  Crown 
Heights  and  the  kidnapping  of  a  child  by  other 
strange  fanatics.  This  is  just  to  mention  some  of 
the  Jewish  foolishness  in  our  immediate  area! 
There  are  greater  threats  from  extremists  of 
other  beliefs,  it  is  true. 

In  our  defense,  however,  I  must  say  that  there  is 
one  aspect  of  our  religion  that  is  to  be  admired 
whether  we  are  Satmar  Hassidim  or  humanist 
Jews,  Reform  or  Lubavitch,  and  that  is  we  seek 
medical  help  when  we  are  ill  and  do  not  believe 
that  faith  is  enough.  Hassidic  rabbis  are  re¬ 
nowned  for  their  ability  to  recommend  the  very 
best  doctors  and  surgeons.  One  famous  rebbe 
has  even  established  his  own  hospital  in  Israel. 
All  of  you  have  seen  the  Hatzalah  ambulances 
operated  by  the  most  Orthodox  of  our  co¬ 
religionists. 

A  British  doctor  recently  wrote  an  article  about 
a  member  of  a  Christian  sect  called  the  Church 
of  Zionist  Prophecy  which  believes  the  Lord 
will  heal  all.  This  individual  was  refusing 
treatment  that  could  have  cured  him.  Herewith 
is  some  of  the  conversation  which  took  place 
between  the  two  of  them: 

Doctor: 

"What  about  food?  When  you  are  hungry, 
do  you  pray  until  a  meal  appears  on  the 
table,  or  does  someone  prepare  a  meal  for 

you?” 

Individual: 

"Food  is  natural,”  he  murmured. 

Doctor: 

"Not  in  this  country,  it  isn’t,”  I  said, 
warming  to  my  subject.  "Do  you  think 
Mr.  Sainsbury  (equivalent  to  our  Food 
Emporium)  scours  the  countryside  looking 
for  wild  chickens?” 

Individual: 


"That’s  different,”  said  my  patient. 

Doctor: 

“No  it  isn’t,”  I  continued.  “The  food  that 
we  all  eat  is  the  product  of  man’s  activity 
in  the  world.  Man  was  given  dominion 


over  the  earth  by  God  so  that  he  ci 
produce  what  he  needed,  is  that  not  so?” 

Individual: 

My  patient  grunted,  "The  Devil  can  quote 
scripture  for  his  own  ends.”

)  Doctor: 

"Medicine  is  one  of  the  things  that  man 
needs.  If  faith  were  sufficient,  how  come 
men  of  faith  are  not  immortal,  but  die  just 
like  everyone  else?” 

Individual: 

"All  men  must  die,”  said  my  patient. 
Doctor: 

"But  not  at  your  age,”  I  replied.  ‘‘God 
gave  us  intelligence  that  we  might  use  it. 
One  of  the  products  of  human  intelligence 
is  medicine.  There  is  nothing  in  the  Bible 
that  forbids  you  to  take  it.  Is  that  not  so?” 

Poor  chap!  He  looked  at  me  and  blinked. 

"You  eat  unnatural  food,  you  wear  un¬ 
natural  clothes,  you  watch  unnatural  tele¬ 
vision,  you  sit  on  unnatural  furniture,  you 
live  in  an  unnatural  house,  yet  you  won't 
take  medicine.” 

I  had  reduced  him  to  silence  with  the  brio 
of  my  arguments. 

"Will  you  take  your  medicine,  then?”  I 
asked. 

Individual: 

"No,”  he  replied.  ‘‘The  Lord  will  heal 
me.” 

Doctor: 

I  admired  him  for  his  stubborn  refusal  to 
listen  to  good  sense.  "So  be  it,”  I  said. 

I  am  grateful  that  our  practical  and  sensible 
tradition  requires  faith  and  prayer;  that  the 
doctors  be  guided  and  aided  in  their  noble  work 
for  humanity.

A  Letter  From  Chaplain  Joel 

Newman  in  Somalia 

(A  Colleague  and  Seminary  Graduate) 

February  10,  1993 

Dear  Rabbi  Lincoln, 

Thank  you  for  your  letter.  It  is  still  quite  early 
here  in  Mogadishu,  and  a  good  time  to  write 
before  it  gets  too  hot.  The  weather  rarely 
changes  (as  you  know)  [from]  90  with  95% 
humidity  and  strong  winds  blowing  the  dirt  and 
sand. 

Since  arriving  here  (by  Hanukkah),  the  Jewish 
program  slowly  grew  and  developed  into  some¬ 
thing  all  Jews  could  participate  in.  I  conducted 
the  services  at  the  port,  airport,  university, 
stadium,  and  embassy-actually,  wherever  I 
\ld  find  a  Jew  in  Mogadishu.  We  built  a  shul 
.  (called  Beit  Yona)  and  used  that  as  my 
base  camp,  but  still  traveled  by  convoy  to  other 
cities  or  by  helo  to  the  ships. 

Part  of  my  responsibility  was  to  provide  and 
add  to  the  "Jewish  Life”  of  our  service 
people,  so  kosher  meals  were  hand  delivered. 


What  a  response!  "Wow,  rabbi,  where ’d  you 
get  this  stuff!”  You  see,  we  have  no  hot  food, 
no  phones,  no  TV/radio;  showers  three  times  a 
week  for  three  months  and  slept  on  cots  in  a 
tent.  So,  a  kosher  chicken,  noodle  dinner  was 
like  being  at  Lou  G.  Siegels! 

The  real  irony  of  it  all  was  that  we  had  Moslem 
soldiers  not  eating  because  of  no  halal  meals. 
So,  the  rabbi  took  care  of  them  too. 

My  primary  responsibility  here  was  as  the 
Chaplain  to  my  battalion.  So,  much  of  my  time 
was  spent  counselling,  organizing  Christian 
worship  on  Sunday  and  hospital  visits. 

We  were  able  to  set  up  a  Jewish  library,  Hebrew 
school,  Tanach  class,  and  a  Mitzvah  project  at 
the  feeding  center. 

I  arranged  for  trucks  to  bring  marines  and 
sailors  to  an  orphanage/feeding  center  each 
week.  As  we  brought  food,  clothes,  toys  (from 
kids  in  the  States),  the  smell  and  sights  are  ones 
we  won't  forget,  but  the  smiles  were  like  a  ray 
of  light  shining  through  their  darkest  clouds. 
Stricken  with  malaria,  typhoid,  TB,  AIDS,  the 
600  kids  and  500  DP  families  became  a  “leper 
colony”  to  the  world,  but  to  us  an  opportunity, 
a  chance  to  teach  a  kid  to  jump  rope  or  play 
soccer,  learn  to  recite  numbers,  or  answer 
“salem  aleykum!” 

I  won’t  miss  the  African  flies  that  have  no  fear 
or  ants,  snakes,  bats;  the  heat,  dirt,  sand;  or 
going  to  sleep  to  the  sound  of  rounds  Fired. 
Now,  we’re  all  ready  to  return  home  to  life¬ 
styles  taken  for  granted.  (Jjeft  for  Somalia  on 
my  anniversary  and  was  away  when  my  daugh¬ 
ter  turned  one  and  learned  how  to  walk!) 

Still,  “Operation  Restore  Hope”  (to  me)  was 
truly  a  Jewish  mission.  Small  hands  of  children 
touch  mine  with  the  weight  of  a  feather, 
reaching  out  for  anyone  who  cared  first,  food 
second. 

I’ve  handed  out  my  last  2000  kosher  meals  to 
the  army  as  they  await  their  rabbi  to  arrive. 
We’re  packed  and  leave  today,  certainly 
changed,  but  mostly  lucky,  fortunate  and  privi¬ 
leged  to  make  a  difference  in  the  lives  of  our 
service  people  and  the  people  of  Somalia.

On  Lebruary  22,  1993,  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich 
took  part  in  a  moving  ceremony  at  the  United 
States  Holocaust  Museum  which  will  be  open¬ 
ing  soon. 

On  that  date,  earth  that  had  been  collected  from 
various  concentration  camps-Auschwitz,  Maj- 
danek,  Treblinka,  Dachau.  Buchenwald,  and 
others,  as  well  as  from  the  American  Military 
Cemetery  in  Normandy,  was  interred  in  the 
museum. 

During  World  War  II,  Rabbi  Nadich,  as  an 
army  chaplain,  officiated  at  burials  of  American 
Jewish  soldiers  at  the  Normandy  cemetery  and 
served  as  advisor  to  General  Eisenhower  on 
Jewish  affairs  after  the  liberation  of  the  Nazi 
concentration  camps  in  Germany  by  the  Ameri¬ 
can  army.
